Democrats expected Mitt 
Romney to be their Republican 
opponent, and had a schedule of 
negativism for early in the year. Of 
course, the eight or nine 
Republican potentials tearing 
themselves apart in party debates, 
seemed to take special aim at Mr. 
Romney and thus played into 
Democratic hands. 

The Obama planners concentrat- 
ed on voting blocs where they 
knew from the 2008 election and 
updated polling data they were 
strong, including women, African 
Americans, Latinos, other minori- 
ties, students and other young vot- 
ers, 

Their campaign was focused on 
these groups seeking to hold to 
2008 margins or even improve on

them. The Latino bloc had grown 
in numbers and so grew in impor- 
tance to the Obama effort. 

In eight or 10 states considered 
as possibly going either way, the 
Democratic plan concentrated on 
getting out the vote in their 
strength areas. Campaign workers 
were now more experienced, and 
new volunteers, especially stu- 
dents, were just as enthusiastic. 

The plan was professional, well 
designed, and worked to perfec- 
tion this year. In my mind, it was 
the real key to the Obama victory. 

Mitt Romney had his own cam- 
paign plan which was well devised 
and in most cases well executed, 
but neither Mr. Romney nor any of 
the Republicans who sought the 
nomination could have won this 
election, and that’s why Barack 
Obama has a second term as 
President.

President Obama four more years 
in the White House. 

Despite general criticism of 
stalemate in Washington, voters 
sent most of the same people back 
to their familiar seats in the 
Congress. There were some indi- 
vidual changes, but Republicans 


still will run the House and 
Democrats will still run the 
Senate. 


That means the same forces 
which have been in charge of our 
federal government can point back 
to their own elections and claim, 
with some merit: “Look. The peo- 
ple like the job I’m doing or they 
would not have voted for me, so 
they want me to keep on doing the 
same things I’ve been doing.”

renewable energy plan

LANSING — Environmental groups are 
preparing their next move after voters over- 
whelmingly rejected a constitutional 
amendment to require 25 percent of the 
state’s electricity to come from renewable 
sources. 

Statewide, more than 62 percent opposed 
the renewable energy plan, based on unoffi- 
cial returns collected by the Secretary of 
Stale. 

The only county where it passed was 
Washtenaw, where nearly 52 percent voted 
yes. 

Three of the four counties with the great- 
est percentage of voters rejecting the pro- 
posals have wind farms: Missaukee (79 per- 
cent), Huron (77.5 percent) and Osceola (74 


percent). 
John Sarver, executive director of the 
Great Lakes Renewable Energy 


Association, gave two theories for the 
Election Day failure. 

One is that voters felt amending the con- 
stitution was unnecessary. 

“Another is that a minority of residents 
may not like the way wind farms look and 
they constitute the extra ‘no’ votes,” Sarver 
said. 

Opponents said factors leading voters to 
reject the proposal included high costs, con- 
tentment with existing energy policy and 
the loss of acreage to wind turbines. 

Jeff Holyfield, director of news and infor- 
mation for Consumers Energy., said, 
“Voters understood the 2008 energy laws 
are working well. 

“At the end of the day, really what the 
customers want is an adequate supply of 
affordable electricity, and they weren’t will- 
ing to gamble with Proposal 3,” Holyfield 
said, 

In nine counties with wind farms or 
active plans for them, the proposal was 
rejected by a greater percentage than it was

statewide, with 73 percent voting no. They 
are Missaukee, Huron, Osceola, Delta, 
Mason, Sanilac, Emmet, Gratiot and 
Tuscola. 

Proposal 3 supporters said they are eager- 
ly awaiting Gov. Rick Snyder’s special 
energy policy address expected near the end 
of November. 

The Michigan Environmental Council, a 
coalition of state environmental organiza- 
lions, will urge Snyder to consider addition- 
al renewable energy standards and hopes 
for a strong statement advocating clean 
energy, said the group’s communications 
director, Hugh McDiarmid. 

“Come January when we start with a new 
legislature, we’re looking for something to 
encourage the public to vote on future clean 
energy proposals,” McDiarmid said. 

“The prices from renewable energy 
sources are dropping while conventional 
source prices are rising. We think it makes 
sense from a job standpoint and an environ- 
mental standpoint as well” to pursue wind 
energy, he said. 

And Sarver said the Great Lakes 
Renewable Energy Association will work 
on many projects to lower energy-related 
costs for homeowners. 

“There are so many benefits from renew- 
able energy that to me, it’s inevitable that 
we're going to use more wind and solar 
power,” he said. “It’s just a question of how 
quickly and at what pace.” 

Consumer Energy’s own Lake Winds 
Energy Park — a 100-megawatt, 56-turbine 
Mason County wind farm — is expected to 
start serving customers before the end of 
November, said Holyfield. 

As final testing is underway for the ener- 
gy park in Riverton and Summit townships, 
zoning processes are underway for a 150- 
megawatt wind farm in Tuscola County, he 
said. 

The utility expects to launch that project 
in 2015.

The plight of American 
soldiers coming home 
from tours of duty in 
Afghanistan and Iraq to 
bleak job prospects has 
taken a turn for the better 
through a training program 
DTE Energy helped create. 

Michigan has the highest 
veteran unemployment rate 
in the country — 30 percent 
—and for some Michigan- 
based-military units, 
unemployment is nearing 
40 percent. 

DTE Energy is hoping to 
help change that. The 
company has played a 
leading role in the creation 
of a new Natural Gas Boot 
Camp, a seven-week pilot 
program (that’s preparing 
Michigan veterans for jobs 
as maintenance fitter 
apprentices. If successful, 
the program is expected to 


be a model for programs. 


nationwide. 

“Our veterans are a high- 
ly-skilled, tough-minded, 
physically fit group of peo- 
ple, and the government 
has already made a signifi- 
cant investment in their 
training,” said Bob 
Richard, DTE Energy 
senior vice president of 
Gas Operations. “They’re a 
tremendous resource, but 
despite the unemployment 
statistics, they’ve been dif- 
ficult to recruit.” 

The idea for the Boot 
Camp emerged last spring 
in meetings between DTE 
Energy and Brig. Gen. 
Michael Stone of the 
Michigan National Guard. 
While DTE has been trying 
to boost its veteran recruit- 
ment, the Michigan 
National Guard, with sup- 
port from Gov. Rick 
Snyder, has been looking 
for solutions to the state’s 
veteran unemployment that 
could be applied nation- 
wide. 

“Training veterans for 
maintenance fitter appren- 
tice positions seemed like a 
natural place to start,” 
Richard said, “These are 
tough jobs and veterans, in 
addition to their skills, pos- 
sess many of the other 
qualities needed such as 
physical fortitude and 
strong determination.” 

DTE Energy was instru- 


mental in developing the 
Boot Camp curriculum and 
bringing in key partners to 
build the project, including 
Local 223 of the Utility 


Workers Union of 
America, Consumers 
Energy, Alpena 
Community ‘College, 


Schoolcraft Community 
College, the Center for 


Energy Workforce 
Development and the 
Michigan Workforce 


Intelligence Network. 
More than 20 veterans 
began DTE’s Natural Gas 
Boot Camp training last 
month at Camp Grayling. 
They have completed four 
weeks of classes taught by 


Alpena Community 
College instructors in 
Grayling, followed by 


three weeks of hands-on 
instruction at Camp 
Grayling. A second Boot 
Camp, sponsored by 
Consumers Energy, is run- 
ning concurrently in the 
metro Detroit area. 

Students were selected 
and pre-screened by the 
National Guard based on 
their skills, experience and 
aptitude for the job. 
While there is no guarantee 
of employment, Boot 
Camp students are expect- 
ed to be well-qualified and 
ready to start careers in the 
energy industry upon grad- 
uation. 

Gen. Stone noted that 
the Boot Camp program 
itself could be replicated 
by other utilities through- 
out the country and used 
for training vets for other 
jobs besides maintenance 
pipe fitter apprentice. 

“This is not just about 
finding a job for 
Michigan’s veterans - it’s 
about helping our heroes 
enter into meaningful 
careers,” Stone said. 
“While our civilian popu- 
lation spent the time right 
after high school seeking 
higher education and 
developing careers, these 
men and women spent 
their time fighting the wars 
of this nation. Our goal is 
to build and test drive a 
program that will benefit 
veterans and employers 
here in Michigan and 
throughout the country.”

LANSING — The State 
Police has begun imple- 
menting the Data-Driven 
Approach to Crime and 
Traffic Safety, a new system 
that uses crime data to 
determine the deployment 
of police officers. 
According to Col. Kriste 
Kibbey Etue, director of the 
State Police, the use of data 
analysis will improve the 


effectiveness of law 
enforcement response 
statewide. 


“Our intelligence center 
looks at crime reports and 
analyzes the data in a map,” 
Etue said. “When you !ook 
at it like that, you can actu- 
ally see the criminal hot 
spots. You can see if they 
move, how they move and 
send officers to those hot 
spots accordingly,” 

The Michigan 
Intelligence = Operations 
Center provides 24-hour-a- 
day statewide information- 
sharing among local, state 
and federal public safety 
agencies, according to the 
department 

According to Etue, timeli- 
ness will be key. 

“Currently, most 
Michigan crime data is sub- 
mitted weeks or months 
after the fact,’ Etue said.

Flint, said that even though 
the system has been in effect 
only since April, he’s 
already seen some success. 
“Obviously we don’t have 
a lot of long-term data, but I 
can say from my own expe- 
rience that we’re making a 
lot more arrests,” Bolger 
said.

significant change.” 

Bolger also discussed 
how the system works away 
from headquarters. 

Troopers enter their own 
activity data from enforce- 
ment operations, and offi- 
cers from the intelligence 
center at headquarters col- 
lect and map it. State Police 
posts and police depart- 
ments then receive monthly 
updates. 

In addition to Flint, the 
State Police has 28 posts 
across the state, including 
Jackson, St. Ignace and 
Cadillac. 

Troopers at these posts 
can see if criminal “hot 
spots” have evolved or 
changed when they receive 
mapped data. 

In the system's traffic 
component, the number of 
crashes in an area is counted 
to better predict where 
police will be needed to 
assist with traffic accidents. 

Bolger said that while big 
cities like Flint provide 
more data to determine 
crime and traffic hot spots, 
smaller and more rural areas 
can still benefit. 

“It could be helpful for 
targeting a certain crime ora 
small series of crimes in 
areas with smaller popula- 
tions,” Bolger said. “If there 
was suddenly a wave of 
breaking and entering, for

example, you could use the 
data to catch a specific 
offender.” 

Other police departments 
use sites like crimemap- 
ping.com, which maps 
criminal activity data from 
police reports in a similar 
way but is accessible to the 
general public. 

According to Corrigan 
O’Donohue, Royal Oak 
police chief, crimemap- 
ping.com provides an 
opportunity for residents 
and businesses to know 
what’s going on in their 
neighborhoods and_ notify 
police of suspicious activity. 

“The interactive map will! 
have different icons for the 
different crime categories, 
allowing users to quickly 
identify the types of crimes 
occurring,” O’Donohue 
said. 

“Additionally, users will 
have the ability to sign up 
for alerts to be sent to their 
computer or smart phone for 
any crimes reported within a 
predetermined radius of 
their home or business,” he 
said, 

Other police departments 
using that software include 
those in Detroit, Lansing, 
and Grand Rapids.

Rules for baiting deer 


Last year, the Natural Resources Commission lifted the 
deer baiting ban in Michigan’s Lower Peninsula. The new 
regulations, according to the Michigan Department of 


Natural Resources: 


“In Michigan, baiting and feeding is allowable except in 
Deer Management Unit 487, the six-county bovine tuber- 
culosis. zone in northeastern Lower Michigan (Alcona, 
Alpena, losco, Montmorency, Oscoda and Presque Isle 
counties). The rules for baiting ... deer are as follows. 


“Baiting: ‘Baiting’ is defined as putting out food materi- 
als, salt or minerals for deer to attract, lure or entice them 


as an aid in hunting. 


° Baiting may occur only from Oct. 7 to Jan. 1. 
*.The bait material may be of any food type. 
e The volume of bait at any hunting site cannot 


exceed two gallons. 


e The bait must be dispersed over a minimum of a 10- 


foot by 10-foot area. 


© The bait must be scattered directly on the ground. 


“It can be scattered by any means, including mechanical

“Over the last few years, 
around 700,000 individuals 
have purchased a license to 
hunt deer in Michigan. 
These hunters ultimately 
spend more than 9.6 million 
days afield and take more 
than 400,000 deer. Over 
300,000 hunters participate 
in Michigan’s archery sea- 
son, about 600,000 hunt 
with a firearm, and 200,000 
with a muzzleloader, 
Although surveys show that 
the leading reasons many 
individuals participate in 
deer hunting is simply the 
opportunity to spend time 
outdoors with friends and 
family, harvesting a deer is 
still very important to many 
deer hunters. No amount of 
hunting guarantees a har- 
vest, but preparation and 
hard work are keys to pro- 
ducing the best chance to 
see and take deer, or to men- 
tor a new hunter through a 
safe and enjoyable season.

“Hunting success and

With three mild 
winters in a row and gener- 
ally good past mast crop 
production, deer numbers 
across most of these north- 
em regions have increased 
over the last three years. 
Many areas in these regions 
are forecasted to offer 
increased sightings and suc- 
cessful hunts this year,” the 
DNR said in its report.
